THE WEST COAST OF COREA. 
(Continued from our last.) 

Nov. 12th.—We tried to tack out; owing to her rotten 
tackle we got on the sand bank and broke the rotten socket of 
our rotten helm. We stuffed pieces of wood in, and binding 
them round with rope managed with the helm a thumping and 
a creaking to move out. 

13th.—Nearly got on the rocks last night, owing to our helm 
being so stiff, whilst passing Yen-Sban No. 1. Cold ; a snow- 
storm 3; ice on deck. 

14th.—Arrivod at Hoang Hua Ts’ai T’o Tsy{(Molito) ; bought 
rice, small pigs, eggs, &e. Our skipper has an admirable way 
of getting the suspicious Coveans to sell their things, Some- 
thing like this ;— 

Skipper. I want some rice. 

Corean. Havu’t got any, 

S. How much can you let me have ? 

C. Didn't I tell you I havn't got any 7 

S. Ha, ha, ha! 

C. Ob, oh, oh} 

S. Look here! Let me have 200 catties. 

C. There is not that much in the island. 

S. Well, bring what you can. Here! take some wine. 

C. T'll let you have a little to-night. 

15th.—A regular winter north-eastern gale—snow—bitterly 
cold. 

16th and 17th.—Ditto, 

18th.—Move up into Hai Chen Day, and purchase about 160

22nd.—Started for Peling ; at midnight got on a sand bank. 
23rd.—Toated off, gave the Orphan Rock (covered at high 
water) a wide berth, and stcered for Chinn Tau (Chodo) of the 
charts, for we were afraid, the weather looking threatening, to 
proceed direct to Manchuria, Half way between Peling and 
Chodo our helm got out of order, but as the weather looked 
brighter we resolved to steer boldly for Hai-Yang, an island off 
the coast of Manchuria, a splendid wind and fair tide. 
24th,—Last night we passed an anxious night. In the open 





ward mail bringing dates from Hong Kong to the 13th ult., 
which is due this day. Yesterday, however,! a telegram was 
received by the P. and Q. Company announcing its arrival at 
Suez on the 25th inst., and stating that the detention of the 
Nemesis had been caused by foul winds. Her mails cannot, 
therefore, be expected in London until the 4th prox., or about 


sea a cloudy sky. ‘* When will it be light 2” was the incessant 
question put to me by the crew. 

25th,—Hai Yong visible through a slight fog. We have 
missed it by 10 miles, but as there are plenty of islands here 
we run for Chang Fy. How welcome the Chinese houses and 
Chinese islanders, who came off and pointed out the best an- 
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chorage. The island is not so favoured as many in Corea, but. 
the industrious inhabitants make the best of it. 

26th.—I can count twenty islands from the top ‘of a hill 
here. ‘This island has been very unfortunate. In June last 
some of the numerous bands that have been ravaging Manchuria 
for the last few years came over here in a stolen junk and 
frightened the four score unarmed islanders into paying them a 
ransom of $500, The villains stole everything they could lay 
hands on. In 1863 they had visited them in a similar manner. 

A small shopkeeper produced, to my surprise, the following 
documents, which he appeared to treasure carefully :— 

“No. 1. Her Majesty's ships Blonde and Pylades visited this island in 
search of water and provisions, and have been kindly and hospitably re- 
ceived. They beg to recommend its inhabitants to any of their country- 
men or other European nations who may a Given on boned the 
Blonde, 23rd day of September, 1840. 

“Tuomas Bounciter, Commanding Officer.” 

No. 2 speaks of the visit of H.M.S. Dove in 1860. 

28th.—Stormy weather since we arrived, but it is easy to 
land, as we all are well protected. Proceed to Kwang Li, 
and thence, on December Ist, to P'i-Tsy-Wo, a pretty harbour 
in Manchuria, At low water the bay looks one vast field of 
mud, but of such soft consistency that a boat can fly over or 
through it with great ease in a breeze. Many reports of 
robber bands about. 

Proceeded in a cart to Newchwang (Yingtsze), and learned 
that two days after leaving P'i-Tsy-Wo the rebels had made 
a descent on it, I shall not readily forget tho hospitable re- 
ception given me by the foreign community at Newchwang. 
H.BM.’s ‘Consul, T. T. Meadows, Esq., was indefatigable in 
Ppreconcerting measures for the defence of the foreign settle- 
ment in case of a rebel attack. Leaving Newchwang I pro- 
ceeded over the frozen river on horseback towards the Great 
Wall. About sixty miles from Newchwang I met a small 
Mandarin, who three years ago had accompanied an embassy 
from the Court of Peking to the capital of Corea, for the pur- 
pose of sacrificing in honour of the deceased wife of the reign- 
ing prince. 

Daily rumours wero rife that all parts were teeming with 
rebels. We were supposed to have passed within five miles of 
one of their camps, I met with no adventures. Aid from 
Peking was momentarily looked for. 

Passing through the Great Wall at Shan-Hai-Kwan we met 
the first detachinent of soldiers on their march to Shan-Yang 
(Moukden), and, as Thad divested myself partly of my Chinese 
disguise, [ was addressed in “ pidgin” Russian, “ Drashti” 
(How do you do), for the avant garde was composed of Solon 
cavalry from the banks of the Amoor, I had not proceeded 
many miles further when I mct the “ Disciplined,” who cho- 
russed at me “Fire! Halt !” Number One, in pidgin English 
and with a comical pinch asked me if I had seen their guns, 
It was biting cold. and the sheepskin coat allowed to each one 
of them was shoddy and comfortless-looking. 

They marched in fair order, Wen Hsiang I passed. carly 
one morning. He was travelling in an ordinary Chinese cart. 

Jan, 5.—I arrived here. From Pitzwo to Newchwang is 
about 120 miles ; from Newchwang to Peking about 150. 























THE NEW SEASON’S TEA CLIPPERS. 

Our very smart contemporary the Pall Mall Gazette, is really 
very serviceable in stirring up matters which the older daily 
papers never trouble themselves about, but pursue the hum- 
drum style of fifty years ago, But in thejfollowing notice of 
the China clippers it will be seen that they have rather got out 
of their depth, and like many other landsten when they touch 
on nautical matters becoroe rather ridiculous. Fancy the 
innocence of the Editor in believing that two ships could “run 
side by side” from China to England! The 89 days’ passage 
might be done, but on the occasion alluded to it was 108. The 
£1 per ton subscribed by the London merchants is equally 
verdant. The names of the ships are wrong ; it was the Serica 
aud not Taeping, which raced with the Fiery Cress, The 
following is the paragraph alluded to :— 

The great ocean race of the tea ships is now being run from China to 
England. The following. we learn from Hong Kong, is a list of the com- 
petitors: ~Fiery Cross, Serica, Ariel, Taitsing, which were to start firsts 
and Sir Luncelot, Taeping, Chinaman, Ziba, Black Prince, and Young 
Lochiarar, which were to sail a few days after the others. The betting at 
Hong Kong rons very high. Ariel, a new ship, is the favourite; Taeping 
has also sanguine supporters, and not a few that Fiery Cross will be again 
the winner.” Last year Fiery Cross and Taeping raced side by side the 
whole way, till they entered the Channel abreast, when the wind failed, 
and the Fiery Cross, obtaining the aid of a tug, won by a few hours, the 
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entire voyage having been accomplished in 89 days. The Serica won in 
1864. A prize of about £1,000 is given to the clipper which brings the 
first new tea to England, £1 a ton being subscribed by the London tea 
merchants for the purpose. 





THE STRAITS TRANSFER. 

In confirmation of the statement made in our last, we now have to 
announce that the Bill was read a first time on the 13th inst. We give 
the following extract from a Treasury letter, dated 2nd June :—“ In order 
to avoid further delay, my lords consider it best that the fixed contribution 
of £59,300 a year should be adopted for the first five years; and, on this 
understanding, they assent to the introduction of the Bill into Parliament 
for the transfer of these Settlements. As regards that portion of your 
letter which refers to barrack accommodation for any troops stationed in 
the Settlements for Imperial purposes, my lords agree that no charge on 
this account ought to fall upon the Settlements, The only condition they 
have to make upon the subject is, that after sufficient barrack and hospital 
accommodation has been provided at the expense of the Settlements for 
the troops stationed there for local purposes, any existing barracks or 
hospitals which ey be in excess of such accommodation, and which may 
be required by the War Department, shall be handed over to that depart 
ment free of any charge, to be maintained at the Imperial expense during 
their occupation thereof. As regards the public debt of the Settlements, 
my lords conclude that the arrangement with the Indian Government, as 
explained in the Colonial Office letter of the 24th March, 1865, is to be 
carried out; that, as regards the convict expenditure, the whole of it from. 
the date of transfer will be repaid by the Indian Government and that the 
‘notice for the removal of the penal establishment within three years of the 
date of such notice will be given not later than the date of transfer, which 
thould take place, as recommended in the 63th paragraph of Sir Hercules 
Robinson’s Report upon the Settlements, at the close of the colonial 
financial year, viz., Slst December 1866 or 1857, according as the neces- 
sary arrangements can be completed. As regards the civil establishment 
ta be sanctioned for the Settlements, my lords will be prepared to approve 
of an establishment on the basis of that suggested by Sir H. Robinson, 
in Enclosure No. 9 of his report, subject to such modifications as expe~ 
rience may have since dictated, or which any change as regards the muni- 
cipalities of the Settlements may hereafter render necessary.” 








ETHNOGRAPHY AND THE EAST. 

The Ethnographical Society of Paris and the directors of the Revue 
Orientale has just issued the specimen number of a small journal entitled 
La Civilization, which is intended to embrace a very extensive and im- 
portant list of subjects, namely, all those questions which affect the moral, 
intellectual, and physical progress of nations and individuals ; geography, 
agriculture, rural economy, acclimatisaion, industry, and commerce. One 
of the direct objects aimed at is to constitute an organ of communication 
between the various societies scattered over the world which occupy 
themselves with ethnographical subjects, and the editor invites contributions 
from all quarters. ‘The new journal is intended to be published weekly, 
and its extremely low price putting all idea of profit out of the question, 
we have great pleasure in noting its appearance, and congratulating the 
French ethnographers upon the zeal which they exhibit in the purwit of 
their favourite study. In the pages of this modest little firet number 
is the announcement of an Annuaire des Orientalistes, to appear next 
ear, and which will contain regal, Ministerial, and diplomatic information 
concerning Eastern nations; lists of Oriental decorations and their 
possessor; Oriental institutions and societies in France and other coun~ 
tries ; bibliography ; the press; necrology ; and other matters interest- 
ing to those connected with or studying Eastern nations. Communi- 
cations are invited from all who desire their names to appear in the 
Annuaire, or who have any matter of interest to supply. 














THE MESSAGERIES IMPERIALES. 
The Report of the Messageries Imperiales Company on the 
operations of 1865, presented at the recent meeting of share- 


holders, has been printed. 

The number of vessels postessed by the company, afloat oF on the stocks, 
was 63, of 18,640 horse-power, and of the estimated value of 83,689,581 
francs. The reserve fund amounted to 2,293,445 francs. The distance 
traversed by the vessels of the company in 1865 was 472,215 marine 
leagues, and the average speed attained equalled 9.5 knots, The number 
of passengers carried was 153,273, and of cargo tons 169,857 the former 
being 10 per cent. less than in 1864, and the htter 7 per cent. more, 
The total receipts were 44,036,708 francs, the expenses 37,370, 165 francs, 
and the interest on bonds absorbed 844,491 francs, The net profits were 
consequently 5.832.051 francs. After setting apart 291,602 francs to 
the reserve fund, there remained 5,400,000 francs for the shareholders, 
sufficient (as stated in a previous issue) for a dividend of 50 francs, and a 
balance of 40,4481. 97c. to be carried forward. 

‘The report replies at great length to the attacks that were made upon it 
a few weeks back by the Corps Legislatif. It demonstrated the necessity 
of subventions to great steam navigation enterprises, and showed that the 
company has fairly that accorded to it, by fulfilling all the conditions of its 
contract ; that it has rendered great service to commerce, and that in par- 
ticular it has given great extension to the silk trade with China, The 
meeting approved of the report, and, on the proposition of the directors, 
sanctioned the raising of 10,000,000 francs on debentures, to be employed 
in establishing lines of steamers to ply on the coasts of Algeria. 








M. STANISLAS JULIEN’S WORKS, 
M. Srantstas Juxiey, the eminent Chinese scholar, has 
addressed a letter to us, in which, referring to an article headed 
France AND THE Far East, that appeared in our last issue, 


the writer says :— 
It is not true that I have been a long time at work on a great work to 
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be entitled Tresor de lalangue Chinoise. 1 should like nothing better 
than to make a more complete Chinese-French dictionary than exists at 
Present, but I have neither the time nor the means. In the first place, it 
would be necessary that the Imprimerie Imperiale should possess a com- 
Rete font of the 42,000 characters of the dictionary of the Emperor Khai 

and afterwards. if the dictionary were compiled, expend in printing “it 
asum of from 80,000 to 100,000 francs, which it would be impossible to 
obtain from the Government. It is not exact that the Imprimerie has 
made arrangements with Peking engravers for the supply of a set of 
dies for a font of small Chinese characters; but a private ini ual has 
ordered from Peking, at his own cost a set of small Chinese characters cut 
on blocks, snd according to the last letter received by him from China, the 
blocks are promised early in the spring. The work seems to have been 
finished, but the engraver asks another month to recat some that were 
wrong.” 

The information thus shown to be incorrect was taken from 
& publication edited by a gentleman who is a colleague of M. 
Stanislas Julien in the school of Oriental living languages, and 
to whose pages several other gentlemen holding similar positions 
are frequent contributors. We regret having given currency to 
erroneous information, but can hardly be considered to have 
laid ourselves open to any charge of carclessness in taking the 
announcement of an oriental work from the pages of a recog- 
nised oriental organ. 
































FRANCE AND THE FAR EAST.

‘Sre,—A constant reader of the London and China Telepraph from its 
foundation, I could easily have pointed out from time to time, while read- 
ing it, articles that surprised, and even wounded me as a Frenchman. But

The chance publicity 
it had received in France through a publication which is not looked on au 
serieuz by any one (not even by those concerned in bringing it out) was 
bad enough, without seeing it reproduced in your columns where one is 
not accustomed to find such stuff. You will wait a long time (take that 
for certain) for the publication of the works you have thus announced.—

THE CHINA STEAMSHIP AND LABUAN COAL 
COMPANY (LIMITED). 


‘The directors have issued the following circular :— 


The directors, in handing you herewith notice of a call of £2 per share, 
which they have found it necessary to make in completing the works they 
have in hand for the due development of the company’s property, would 
wish to observe that they have desired to avoid calling upon the share- 
holders during a time of monetary pressure, and though compelled to do 
80, they have made the call as limited in amount, and extended the Day- 
ment over as long a period as the effective conduct of the company's 
operations would admit of their doing. They are of opinion, however, 
that the progress and prospects of the company are such as to justify them 
in believing that they hare approached the turning point in the affairs of 
the company, and that the next half-year will show results, accruing alike 
from the capital and labour which has been invested in the undertaking, 
such as to afford the prospect of a satisfactory dividend. 

Since the directors last met the shareholders in general meeting, they 
continue to receive encouraging intelligence from the East; the steam- 
ship Mona is now running with the mails and passengers between Manila 
and Singapore (calling at Labuan), in pursuance of the agreement entered 
into with the Government of Manila to perform a monthly service in con- 
nection with the Messageries Imperiales overland route. As explained at 
the meeting, the board have looked upon the establishment of the line in 
question as developing, practically and advantageously, both the mining 
and shipping interests of the company. The board are, moreover, assured 
that an important step is herein taken towards what may be termed the 
colonisation of the island. In confirmation of their views in this respect, 
the following extract from the letter of their marine superintendent, dated 
Singapore, April Ith, is satisfactory, and shows evidence of a rising trade 
with Labuan, far exceeding what the directors could have looked for at so 
early a period :— 

“Lam arranging with the native merchants in Labuan to have their 
argo ready for shipment the moment of the vessel's arrival, so that there 
will be no detention. To carry out this I am constructing a temporary 
wooden picr, with attap godown, so that the cargo awaiting shipment by 
the Mona will be always ready. By this arrangement the vessel will be 
filled up at Labuan each trip, and I’ have already received an application 
from the Chinese merchants to keep « space of 300 tons clear for them. 
I cannot, however, enter into any arrangement to this effect until I find 
what will be the space actually required by the Manila trade.” 

Mr. Pitmen also reports, under date Singapore, 9b April, in respect to 
the Labuan, a small steamer the board purchased some time back at 
Singapore from H. M.'s Government :— 

“©The Labuan leaves to-day in tow of the Bfona for Labuan, I have 
had her placed on the slip and thoroughly examined, and have every reason 
to be satisfied with her. Her boilers have been removed and thoroughly 
repaired, and are now as good as new, so that no further repairs or ex- 
pense will be necessary for the next four years. The entire cost of her 
thorough repair will not be more than the amount I first estimated to get 
her ready for sea, and now the company are possessed of a steamer in every 
‘way suited for the requirements of Labuan and the coast of Borneo. 1 
am confident before long of showing some profitable results, and I only 
ask three months to be able to liquidate the expensé in fitting her out.” 

‘The board hope that the next mail will bring the announcement of Mr. 
Sinclair's arrival in Labuan, and the commencement of a large daily in- 
crease in the yield of coal. At the date of the last advices, the steamers 
Fusi-yama and Japan, and H.M.8. Rattler were coaliog at the island, 





























and a thip belonging to the Netherlands India Company was loading 700 
tons coal. 

Samples of the oil from the petroleum springs, and other oils have 
arrived, and can be seen at the company's offices. The board look for 
Mr. Sinclair's full report upon these springs with much interest, 

‘The price of eoal has been aired from 5 to 74 dols. to vessels calling 
atthe island, At Hong Kong the company’s agents announce the con— 
clusion of a contract with an old established steam line on the coast of 
China for the supply of coal at Labuan at 7} dols. per ton. A sailing 
vessel had just been chartered by these parties to proceed to Labuan for a 
cargo. 

The agents also write from Hong Kong, April 14th :— We have had 
farther enquiries for coal, not only for steamers, but the Mint bas applied 
for a quantity to test its excellence for smelting."—By order of the board 
of directors, J.D. H. Expnnetone, Chairman. 








HOUSE OF COMMONS, 
PIRACY IN THE CHINA 8EAS. 

(June 12th.) Col. Syxes gave notice that on the 20th he would call 
attention to the parliamentary paper, No. 262, relating to the surrender to 
the Mandarin authorities by Her Majesty’s naval efficers in the China seas 
of alleged pirates, and ask the Secretary to the Admiralty by what Act of 
Parliament, Order in Council, or other instruction, naval officers serv= 
ing on the coast of China held direct communication with the Chinese 
authorities, and surrendered crewe and junks alleged to be pirates without 
the intervention of the consular authority, the only legal communication 
with the Chinese Government. 

THE DISTURBANCE AT NEWCHWANG. 

(12th.) Colonel Sykes inquired what amount of truth there was in 
statements made in letters addressed to Shanghai and Hong Kong news- 
papers, received that morning from China, that the American consul and 
his marshal, and four other Europeans, had been wounded in a conflict 
with an armed body at Newchwang, and that Mr. Consul Mcadows had 
caused all British subjects to be supplied with a rifle and ammunition for 
their personal safety.—Mr. Layarp stated that the Government had no 
official information of the nature mentioned in the question, From the 
rious questions of this nature which had been asked by his hon. and gal~ 
ant friend he was afraid that many of the statements sent to him were 
greatly exaggerated. There was in the papers that day a statement of the 
North China Herald that the United States consul had been engaged in 
some fracas at Newchwang, but that account did not agree with the state- 
ment in the hon. and gallant gentleman's statement. It appeared that during 
last winter, when the port of Newchwang was blocked up withice, the British 
consul organised a body of volunteers, but he was not aware that anything 
had been done by them. When the last accounts left a number of vessels 
had arrived, and a flourishing trade was being carried on in the port.

The Admiralty received tenders on the 14th inst. for the conveyance of 
850 tons light, 1,400 hogsheads of porter, from Mortlake Brewery, to be 
ready for shipment in July; 315 tons navy provisions,t&c. ; 35 tons naval 
timber, 12 to 45 feet long by 1§ to 4 inches thick to Hong Kong. 

Pearl, 17, screw-corvetta, Captain J. F. Ross, left Spithead on Sa- 
turday the 16th inst. for China. 

Peirel. 3, screw-sloop, Commander W. E. Gordon. The crew of 
this vessel, in Plymouth Sound, were inspected on the 19th inst., by Cap- 
tain Ewart, of Her Majesty's ship Cambridge. ‘The Petrel is understood 
to be intended for the Cape of Good Hope station. 

By the last accounts from Canada we have learnt that a powerful 
squadron, under Sir James Hope, had assembled in the St. Lawrence. 
Among the ships which were ready to take action against the unfortunate 
Fenians, the more conspicuous were the Duacan, of 81 guns, and a crew 
of 900; the Wolverene, of 21 guns, and a crew of 275 ; and the Pylades, 
of 21 guns, and a crew also of 275, officers and men. 

Commander A. R. Owen, R.N., died in the Royal Naval Hospital at 
Bighi on the 8th inst. He was appointed to the command of the sloop 
Falcon, and was proceeding to join her on the Australian station, but on. 
reaching Malia he had to be landed dying. His remains were interred on 
the 9th inst., with the usual Naval honours, 

‘The Austrian Government has refused permission to the Hon, Colonel 
Foley, C.B., the Military Attache to the British Embassy at Vienna, to 
accompany the Imperial army in the field. General George Cadogan, 
C.B., is to act as Military Commissioner in Italy. The Prussian Govern. 
ment has given permission to Colonel Walker, C.B., Military Attache to 
the British Embassy at Berlin, to accompany the Prussian army in the 
field, and has also given bim (understands the Army and Nacy Gazette) 
special position with temporary rank. Colonel Foley has been relieved 
at his own request, and Colonel’ Crealock is appointed to succeed him, 
and has already left for his destination. 

A return on Officers’ Commissions, issued on Thursday, shows that ia 
the years 1864 and 1865, 127 officers died while on full pay, the amount 
of the sums which they had paid for their commissions being £110,010 5 
that the amount of 469,524 10s, was paid, under the Royal Warrant of 
October 23, 1863, to the familics of officers, the sai officers having paid 
£69,915 for their commissions ; and that two officers applied during the 
years 1863, 1864, and 1865 for leave to retire by sale of their commis- 
tions, and were not permitted to do #0, ‘These officers were Lieutenant 
Grimble, of the 10:h Regiment, who had paid nothing for his commission, 
and whose application for leave to sell was refused in consequence of his 
tecent exchange from the 102nd Regiment; and Ensign Coskinae, for 
whose commission £450 had been paid by the public, and who was con- 
sequently notallowed to realise by sale of his commission. 

‘The Coast-guard ships stationed in the English and Scotch ports are 
under orders to embark a large portion of the men doing duty on shore, 
but entered on the books, on the 3Uth inst., and to proceed to sea, on 
Monday, the 2nd of July, for a cruise of a month or six weeks, The 
ships on the coast of Ireland are not included in the order, and they will, 
therefore, remain at their several stations.

20TH RecmeEntT.—Ensign Moore, Ist battalion, has sick leave to 
Europe. Ensign George Gordon Ferguson, Ist battalion, died at Fort 
William, Calcutta, in May. The deceased entered the service as ensign, 
by purchase, April 1, 1862. 

On the 15th April, a small craft, the Amoor, 247 tons burthen, L. 
Gyllenpalen, captain, arrived at Simon’s Bay from St. Petersburg, bound 
to the Russian settlements up the Amoor River, after being out 163 days, 
without touching at any port. She is victualled for three years, carries 
Government stores, and a solitary man in the shape of a ‘*bill of lading.” 
It appears to be a custom with the Russian Government, when chartering 
ships for some purposes, instead of giving the captain, according to the 
English custom, a bill or bills of lading, to put one of their own—perhaps 
as in this instance, a military—officer on board the vessel, who goes as the 
“bill of lading.” The Amoor being a Swedish ship she carries a Swedish 
crew ; but the “bill of Inding” not knowing their language, nor they his, 
is like a human being with a lost tongue, or one who has lost his power of 
speech. He is a suave, gentlemanly man, thoroughly cut off from conver- 
sation with those around him, The little vessel, after leaving Copenhagen 
on the 8rd November, had the misfortune to be caught in one of the de- 
vastating gales which sent so many noble ships to the bottom of the 
English Channel and on to the coast, between the Christmas and the 
middle of January last. The captain was ordered on leaving his port to go 
to some English port in the channel; but, seeing eo many ships falling 
victims to the gales, and that he would very seriously jeopardise his ship 
and cargo, which is believed to be one of very great value, he thought it 
right and wise to save both; and though the ship was damaged, to try to 
avoid the wildest part of the storms if possible. To do that he had to make 
for the North Atlantic, although without proper charts, and so he got away 
round the Shetland Isles, where he must have seen old winter, cold, dark, 
boisterous, anil dreary. Sho now lies comfortably enough in Simon's Bay, 
and will leave again short!

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerDaM, JUNE 24, 

The great conflict between the German States creates here 
the highest interest. Whatever the result of this war may be, 
so much seems certain, that the Treaties of 1815 will be 
entirely swept away from European international law, which of 
course is of the greatest importance for us in relation to our 
connection with the German Confederation. The fear that wo 
should be involved in this war has departed. Our Government. 
will remain neutral, and being of opinion that the German 
Confederation has been broken up, the representative of Lux- 
emburg at the Federal Diet was ordered to present a decla- 
ration stating that the Netherlands declined to take part in any 
course of action which should imply a recognition of the con- 
tinuance of the federal pact. As to Austria, it seems that 
State sympathises with our neutrality, for it has desired that 
our ministers at Berlin and Florence should be charged with 
tie interests of the Austrian subjects in Prussia and Italy, 
‘Lhe statement that. our Minister for Forcign Affairs, Count van 
Zuylen, had asked a credit for the mobilisation of the Limburg 
contingent, which was put forward in the French papers, is not 
agreeable to truth. 

The stirring incidents abroad of the past days have some- 
what drawn public attention from what has been passing here 
at home. The principal topics undergoing discussion in the 
papers are the new Cabinct and its opinions, and the law con- 
cerning{the lower class instruction, notwithstanding that nothing 
new can be said about either. When the new Chamber meets in 
September it will be scen immediately that the Cabinet was called 
to office by his Majesty, because the Liberal Government bad 
palpably lost the confidence of the Second Chamber, and could 
not retain office with any prospect of dignity or utility. Hom 
this mixed Cabinet will be able to go or is still for me an 
enigma, now that three-fourths of the seats in the House are 
filled hy members of the Opposition. I think they will soon be 
obliged to come to a dissolution aud to make an appeal to the 
country, or that the Cabinet will kcep itself alive by paying a 
heavy price in concessions to the spirit of the age, as Tories are 
obliged now to do. 

The report of the sections of the Second Chamber about the 
Indian Budget for 1867 has been issued. Many are the remarks 
and explanations embodied in it. The reorganisation of the 
Inland Government and the abolition of the culture percentage 
are justly defended by the majority, but not so as to the pro- 
posed increase in tho salaries of the inland chiefs. Some of 
the members insisted that the Indian pensions should be regn- 
lated by law. The high sums for unforeseen expenses and the 
extraordinary high figures for the military and marine forces 
were severely attacked. Tho general opinion was that the 
budget showed no principle of frugality, but on the contrary 





increasing administrative prodigality, which would become 
onerous for the Indian finances as well as those of the mother 
country. 

In several parts of our kingdom appealsare made to the 
citizens to constitute volunteer corps, You will remember that 
in a former letter I told you that the Utrecht students were 
the first who formed such acorps. The present Minister of 
the War Department highly approves this movement. 

On Thursday last the General Exhibition of Dutch Industry 
and Art was inaugurated in the Crystal Palace at Amsterdam, in 
the presence of Prince Frederick, some of the Ministers, and 
other high authorities. The exhibition is said to be most suc- 
cessful. Mr. Sarphati—so well known in the East and West 
Indies—who projected the building of tho palace, was not 
present, owing to severe illness, and, indeed, died the day after 
the opening took place. 

On the 19th inst, the annual meeting of the Dutch-Indian 
Commercial Bank was held at Amsterdam. The profits made 
during 1865 showed a sum of f.165,762. 53c., out of which a 
dividend of f.6.74c. per share of 125f, was proposed and adopted. 
According to the report the business in India, especially at 
Sourabaya, promises to be very lucrative, 

‘The cholera epidemic spreads‘itself more and more. Sinco it 
broke out in the provinces of South Holland and Utrecht 4,008 
cases have occurred, of which 2,410 have proved fatal. Our 
beautiful bathing place, Scheveningen, suffers much by this 
epidemic, because it prevails very heavily in the immediate 
neighbourhood of the Hague. 

In consequence of the German war, by which many of the 
post and telegraphic lines are stopped, the Minister of the Home 
Department has announced that the mail line via Trieste to 
India is closed. ” 

Since the cholera made its appearance about 600 persons 
were attacked here; at Leyden, 622; at the Hague, 184; at 
Delft, 363 ; at Gouda, 96; at Utrecht, 263 ; of which 50 to 
60 per cent. proved to be fatal. 

The Prince of Schleswig-Holstein arrived some days ago at 
the Hague. It is widely rumoured that a marriage with Prin- 
cess Marie wasthe aim of his visit. This, however, has not 
been confirmed, notwithstanding that the Prince has already 
taken his departure. Our Royal family has left the Hague for 
their seat “ het Loo,” where the members, including the Prince 
of Orange, will remain till the 30th inst. 

The Amsterdam Canal Company has held its first annual 
mecting of shareholders. The report about the business done 
and the financial state is said to be satisfactory. The Prince 
of Orange was chairman, honoris causa. This was the first 
time that the heir to the throne has shown any interest in 
public affairs, Some time ago I wrote you about the plan for 
turning into dry land the greater part of the Zuyder Zee. This 
plan seems now to be on a good way for being realised. By 
this work 200,000 hectares of good ground will be won, When 
the monetary crisis has passed the plans will be made public, 
The capital wanted is 40,000,000f. 

His Majesty has granted his dismissal to Mr. J. des Amorie 
van der Hoeven as Consul of the Netherlands in China, and a 
pension of 4,000f. to Mr. ,N. Olivier, formerly Minister of 
Sustice. 

COMMERCIAL, 


Trade in general is very dull, and only a very trif_ing business is done, 
so that it nearly can be said that transactions have stopped. Of course 
this must be attributed to the monetary condition of the market and the 
war in Germany.

The dulness of the weather, the financial difficulties, and the 
want of information from Germany, owing to most of the telegraphic 
communications having been destroyed, had a tendency to limit business. 
‘The next accounts are fully expected to announce that a collision has taken 
place between the Austrian and Prussian troops; thus commencing a war 
the duration of which is impossible to foresee.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, & 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT, 
Hampora, June 19. 

Business is totally at a standstill, aud it is quite impossible 
to communicate anything under the heading of “ Commercial” 
asusual, Money is very scarce, and discount has risen to 9 
per cent. for first-rate paper. Though several houscs aro more 
or less in difficulties, owing to tho stagnation of all mercantile 
affairs, there have beon as yet no failures of importance. 

Railway communication is broken in various placcs and the 
regular postal service is interrupted. The Hamburg Post-office 
has given notice that for the present all mail matter for England, 
France, Spain, and Holland will bo forwarded by tho merchant 
steamers from this port to London and Hull; but as they are 
not all swift or regular, it is impossible to gicss when this 
etter will reach you. 

From St. Petersburg we lean that the Emperor, accompanied by the 
Grand Duke heir apparent, the other Grand Dukes, and Admiral Grabbe, 
‘Naval Minister, and attended by a numerous suite, embarked last week in 
the Imperial steam yacht Alezandra for Cronstadt, and paid a visit to the 
screw corvette Bogatyr, lately returned from the Far East. After minutely 
ioapecting the ship, the crew were put through their great gun exercise 

other mancpuvres, such as lowering boats, getting down top-gallant- 
. ited themselves so much to the Emperor's sati 
tion that on steaming any the Alezandra signalled to the corvette, 
Emperor is so pleased with the condition of the Bogatyr and di 
her crew that he has given orders to distribute asum of money amon; 
them at the rate of a silver rouble per head.” All the officers of the vessel 
have been promoted to higher rank in the navy respectively. 

At the last sitting of the Imperial Academy of Sciences the acade- 
mician Baer read letters from M. Schmidt containing intelligence about 
the scientific expedition sent to examine the Mammoth recently discovered 
in the north of Siberia, which letters are to be printed for the information 
of the public. M. Brandt exhibited a fragment of the skin of the same 
animal, sent by M. Schmidt to the Zoological Museum.

Ti-Ping Tien-kwoh ; the History of the Ti-Ping Revolution, 
including a Narrative of the Author’s Personal Adventures, 
By Lin-tz, 2 Vols. 8vo. London: Day and Son. 

In China there have been at all times since foreign traffic to 
ita shores began, a number of adventurers of doubtful ante- 
cedents, who try to push their fortunes among the inhabitants 
in a clandestine manner. They are of no particular nationality, 
but generally they are seafaring men, who leave the dull 
occupation of life on board ship for the more exciting and 











yenturous lifeou shore. Upon the opening of the treaty ports 
this class of men iucreased considerably, and they became # 
source of trouble to the foreign consuls by their violation of 
the treaties, ‘This was especially the case during tl.w latter part 
of the Taiping rebellion, when the revels held Nauking aud 
devastated the country between that city and Shanghai. ‘These 
“rowdies,” as they are termed by respectable foreigners in 
China, carried on a contraband trade in arms aud muuitions of 
war between the two places, and many of them enlisted in the 
rebel ranks for the sake of plunder and profit. Of this class is 
the author of the work before us, according to his own state- 
ment, where ho glories in his questiopable acts with foulish 
vanity. And notwithstanding the very pretentious appearance 
of thesetwo gilded volumes, illustrated in the gaudiest possible 
manner, it is true to its colour a “rowdy” book. It is a 
pity that so much elegauco of “get up” should have been 
expended on such literary rubbish. The outside of the 
book might grace the drawing-room, while the language 
and subject-matter inside would disgrace the kitchen, ‘lhe 
author claims to be an Englishman, under tho Chinese sobriquet 
of “ Liv-1x,” which is simply the way they pronounce the com- 
mon name of Lindley. 1t would appear as if he were ashamed 
of being known by his English name. And well might he be 
80 ; for of all the tirades of abuse against Euglish policy, iusti« 
tutions, and Englishmen in China, this is the foulest that las 
appeared. 

In the first chapter we are treated to a uamby-pamby 
love adventure, in which the author tries to make himself » 
hero in kidnapping  half-caste girl from the Portuguese colony 
of Macao. ‘This is about the most sickly piece of scutimental- 
ism it has been our misfortune to peruse ; aud as it crops out 
every now and then in the subs.queut chapters, forming an 
episode to his lumbering compilation aud narrative, it becomes 
disgusting. Not only is a large portion of the letter-press 
taken up with maudlin oxpressions of passion and fecling 
towards his cher-ami, but he furnishes what purports to bo a 
portrait of her. We aro very doubtful about the truthfulucss 
of that, and the majority of tho illustrations, which evideutiy 
have been “cooked up” in England from tho inflated descrip 
tions of the author. In like manner we doubt the author's 
“‘hair-breadth ‘scapes,” in pursuit of this girl, where he 
describes himself taking her out of a Portuguese lorcha, 
after having shot one or two men, and conveying her in sufety 
to Nauking. This part of the narrative is got up in the true 
“sousational” style, aud might bo tolerated in the flimsy 
novels of the day, but not in a book which professes to give us 
an insight into oue of the bloodiest aud greatest religious im- 
postures of the age. Tho only genuiue portions of the book 
are where the writer assumes his real character as au adventurer 
among his companions of the same stamp. ‘There he is witty 
and amusing, ouly the language is vulgar aud the ideas smack 
of the forecastle. So also are his views on religion, with whicir 
a portion of the work is taken up. Hero pitch and piety scem 
to go together in his admiration of the quasi-Christiauity pro- 
fessed by the Taipings. In his opinion Hung-scu-tscuen aud his 
fellow impostors were the purest Christians on the face of the 
earth ; and he has the impudence to compare their dupes and 
followers in this respect favourably with his own couvtrywen 
and women, Such cumparisons and inuendoes are only to be 
treated with silent contempt. 

Had the author confined himself to his foolish love adven- 
ture, and some account of the inuer life of the Taipings, he 
might have furnished a small volume of a harmless character, 
which we might have reviewed as suitable for romantic readers, 
But when he has the impertinence to befoul the characters of 
such men as Admiral Sir James Hope, Sir Frederick Bruce, 
Sir Harry Parkes, Colonel Gordon, and other British military, 
naval, and civil officers during their service in Chiva, he de- 
serves the severest castigation at the hands of the critic. Here 
is a vulgar sailor, a mauvais sujet, attaching himself to a horde 
of Chineso blasphemors and rebels, who use him as their tool 
in smuggling arms and ammunition, while he joins them in 
fighting against the constituted aurhorities ; and ho, forsooth, 
puts himself forward os an authority on the principles 
of British policy and the acts of British representatives in 
China, To judge of his position among the foreign community 
at Shanghai, or any of the treaty ports where a British consul 
resides, wo must consider that had he been taken prisoner by 
the Imperialists and claimed protection as a British subject, the 
consul would have refused it aud handed him over to the 
Chinese authorities as an outlaw—a rencgade without a legiti- 
mate claim on his country, Yet this individual has the 
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effrontery to come to England and publish the following foul 
aspersions against the reputation of Colonel Gordon, who 
commanded the disciplined Chinese army, through whose 
prowess the Taiping Rebellion was suppressed :— : 

“ Unfortunately for the reputation of Major Gordon, since his elevation 
to the position of General of Futai Le’s Anglo mercenaries, he had been 
too much accustomed to intrigue and encouragement of treachery to have 
felt a proper indignation at the Soo-chow affair; and it is possible he 
might have had some knowledge of the planned perfidy before it was up 
into execution, and so was not sufficiently horrified to throw up his 1,200 
taels (£400) per month. Gordon's behaviour in the treachery of the 
Burgevine-Ti-Ping legion is one specimen, and a very strong one, too, of 
the conduct referred to. He induced the Europeans who went over to him 
to desert the Ti-Ping cause by his promises of office, bribes, and safe con- 
duct to Shanghai for such as were tired of fighting. Some mistaken indi- 
viduals have ascribed this proceeding to the humane disposition of the man 
who condoned the ruthless massacre of his paroled prisoners, who assisted 
as the principal agent in the vast destruction of life and desolation of 
country during the unjustifiable British hostilites against the Ti- Pings, and 
who never put himself to the trouble of saving the lives of those he assisted 
to vanquish.” 

Those who may not be conversant with the history of the 
circumstances to which these false accusations allude, might 
conclude that this person who calls himself “ Lin-le” stood in 
the same position among the Taipings as Colonel Gordon did in 
the service of the Emperor of China, and that he was cogni- 
zant of the alleged facts. As already shown, the one was a 
bandit, prowling among the loyal Chinese for the sake of 
plunder and contraband traffic, afraid to show himself among 
the foreign community in the light of day ; while the other was 
a British officer of great military skill, who conducted the ope- 
rations of a disciplined army, through a hundred engagements, 
with unexampled generalship and success in the Far East, 
For these acts, and the noble manner in which he main- 
tained the honour of the British name, he has been rewarded 
by promotion in the corps of Royal Engineers, to which he 
belongs, and Her Majesty has conferred upon him the honour- 
able title of Companion of the Bath, These are sufficient 
guarantee for his reputation, which cannot be sullied by the 
literary dirt thrown by an anonymous writer ; who, by his own 
showing, lived an obscure life of lawlessness among a horde of 
banditti and blasphemers of the Christian religion. 

However, we can readily understand his virulence and ani- 
mosity against Colonel Gordon, aod those gallant soldiers 
who succeeded in crushing the Hydra-headed monster 
of Taipingism. Now that the last remnant of the im- 
posture has been scattered to the winds, and the strong- 
holds wrested from the Taipings, the ‘occupation of 
“ Lin-le” is gone. No longer can he smuggle from 
Shanghai to Nanking foreign muskets imported as umbrellas, 
and percussion caps as religious tracts, to sell at exorbitant 
profits, receiving in payment the dollars and sycee which his 
customers had stolen from the industrious inhabitants. With 
his ill-gotten gains he returns to England, apparently hires some 
needy artist, and in all probability an amanuensis to dish up 
his ideas in the most rabid, and sensational style. Never have 
we been so disappointed in perusing a book on China, which is 
calculated to throw discredit upon the British community re- 
sideut in that country among the public at home, who are apt 
to conclude that the writer of this work is a sample of our 
countrymen there. In taking up this work we contemplated 
reading a faithful account of the suppression of the Taiping Re- 
bellion, but in this we have been disappointed. Though there 
are a dozen books on the Rise and Progress of that extraordinary 
movement its Decline and Fall has yet to be written, It would 
be a most interesting sequel to the story, and is worth the 
attention of some competent author and enterprising publisher 
to bring out. 

Mr. Henry Rutter, already most favourably known as the 
author of “Exchange Tables and Arbitrations of Exchanges 
between England, India, and China,” has just published, through 
the agency of Mr. Effingham Wilson of the Royal Exchange, a 
very curious and useful book under the title of Lhe Metric 
System of Weights and Mvasures Compared with British Standard 
Weights and Measures. The author is evidently a zealot in 
favour of the metric system, in respect to which, however, 
opinion is not so universally in favour as he would have us 
believe. Though facilitating calculations in the closet,there 
are doubts whether it would so readily accommodate itself to 
the counter. M. Michel Chevalier, the well-known political 
economist, has pointed out as ono defect in the system that 
neither the third nor the fourth of the ¢en can be given in one 
figure ; and yet those are proportions into which quantities and 
purchases are continually resolving themsclyes. However, for 











all persons having business with countries where the metric 
system has been adopted these Tables are invaluable, including, 
as they do, comparative tables of measures of length and sur- 
face, of cubic measures, measures of capacity, weights, and 
comparative prices. To perfect its completeness as a reference 
for all connected with the Far East, Mr. Rutter, whose past 
labours fitted him for the task, has added to his book tables 
adapting the metric system to Chinese weights and money and 
to British Indian weights. Another merit of the work—and a 
very great one to all who have to consult such things—is that 
the figures are so excellently and distinctly arranged that the eye 
would never weary while looking at them. The author deserves 
the thanks of the whole mercantile community for the pains 
and skill he has bestowed for their ease and economy of time.

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Action aGainst THE CHaRTERED MERCANTILE Bank.—The case 
of Fry v. the Chartered Mercantile Bank was brought to try the right of 
the plaintiff, as owner of a ship, Her Majesty, chartered with goods from 
Shanghai to Liverpool, to a general lien for freight on a parcel of 185 
packages of teaand 42 bales of cotton shipped, of which a bill of lading 

ad been given, and transferred for advances to the defendants. The 
ds had been delivered and sold, and the defendants had tendered the 
ight according to the bill of lading at £3 10s. per ton, but the plaintiff 
demanded to have lien on the goods for the whole balance of freight of 
the ship's cargo, amounting to £1,760, under the words in the bill of 
lading, “ freight payable for said goods in Liverpool, as per charter party.” 
‘These words, the plaintiff contended, incorporated the right to a general 
Tien of this particular parcel of goods for the whole amount of the freight, 
the defendants contending that they only referred to the time, manner, 
aod amount of payment to be made per ton mentioned in the charter 
party. Mr, Watkin Williams (with whom was Mr. M’Leod) argued for 
the plaintiff, and Mr, Quain (with whom was Mr. Field, Q.C.) for the 
defendants, The Court thought that judgment should be for the defen- 
dants, and that the true construction of the words relied upon was to refer 
to the charter party for the rate of freight, which was found to be £3 10s.

Soure, Fremtna, axp Co., v. THE Commenctat Bank Corrora- 
ion oF InpIa AND THE East.—This company, which is being wound 
up, were the holders of bills of exchange accepted by Messrs. Smith, 
Fleming, and Co., who were creditors of the company. Some days ago, 
after the winding-up order, but before the appointment of the official 
Tiquidator, an injunction was obtained exparte to restrain the negotiation 
of these bills. ‘The official liquidator on being appointed applied in 
chambers for leave to negotiate them, and his application stood over till this 
motion, to discharge the exparte order should have been disposed of. The 
Masterofthe Rolls had deferred judgment, as the case was one which 
must be of frequent occurrence, and in which it was very desirable to lay 
down a general rule as to the course proper to be adopied. His lordship 
added that the official liquidator, or rather the court conducting the whole 
matter, being in the nature of a trustee for all parties, it was not justifiable 
to take any proceedings which should give advantage (o one set of cestuis 
que trustent over another, ard that this was a fundamental principle of 
equity in all winding-up cases. It was not for the court to interfe 
say that one class of creditors was preferable to another; its duty simpl 
was to adjudicate upon the rights of the parties on the principles of la 
and equity administered in all such cases. In the case before his lordship 
it was certain that Messrs. Smith, Fleming, and Co. were creditors of the 
Dank when they gave the acceptances in question, and that if the biils had 
remained in the hands of the bank until they had become due, the right of 
set-off would have been obsiously clear. The application was for leave to 
allow the official liquidator to discount these bills, and so to enable a third 

ty, a stranger, to do that which the bank clearly could not do. [His 

rdship thought such @ course could not be adopted, and as he had said 
‘on various occasions, as the tree fell so it must lie. The rights of het 
parties must be determined as they stood, whether they were worked out 
‘or became matured by an effluxion of time, it being the duty of the court 
not to give one set of persons advantage over another. The usual course 
was that bills in the hands of the official liquidator were retained by him 
until maturity, when they were presented, there being generally a loss 
when they were good bills, and the same if they were not, in discounting 
them. His lordship then expressed his opinion as to the course that 
should be adopted in these matters. He doubted whether the proper 
course of proceeding was what had been adopted here. It was quite clear 
that the applicant might have filed a bill; but the proper form of proceed= 
ing in future would be as follows, ‘The official liquidator was not to be 
at liberty to negotiate any bills without the leave of the judge in cham- 
bers, and where anybody was either a creditor or shareholder—that is to 
aay, one of the persons for whom the liquidator was in the position of wha 1 
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muight be called a quasi trustee—notice should be given to such person to 
show cause why the court should not give leave to the official liquidator to 
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negotiate the bills, If such person did not choose to come in that was his 
own affair; if he came in then the court could determine the question bee 
tween the parties at chambers, or adjourn it ino ceurt. His lordship said that 
questions were likely to arise in these winding-up cases which had not yet 
been dealt with by the court, and the mode suggested seemed the best way 
of dealing with such as that now before it. He wished to express that 
opinion publicly, thinking it the cheapest and most proper course with re- 
gard to the practice of the court. Upon the present occasion his lordship 
said no order would be made other than to direct the official liquidator not 
to negotiate the bills.

Tue Bisuor or Moray aT St. Perersavac.—A correspondent 
writes :—“" I may close this with a few words on the Bishop of Moray, Ross 
and Caithi who is here on a mission from the Bishop of London to 
confirm such of the English residents in this country as have not yet for 
mally renewed the vows made by their sponsors. On Sunday last his 
lordship confirmed about forty ladies and about fifteen young men in the 
handsome chapel of the British factory in this city. The address on this 
interesting and solemn occasion was admirable in its tone and in the man- 
ner in which it was delivered. _Visitations of such a kind are productive of 
much good; they renovate the national as well as the religious feeling of 
the British exile. The number of English residents in Russia is very con- 
siderable, there being no fewer than 3,000 in St. Petersburg and its imme- 
diate vicinity. The old mercantile families have to a great extent died 
out, or returned to their own country, and tae bulk of the English popula- 
tion in this neighbourhood is composed of cotton spinners and meciianics 
who are mostly in receipt of excellent wages. Nevertheless few of them 
remain to die in the country. The facilities for going home are so much 
greater than they were that few stay here through the later stage of life. 
Nor js there any very great amalgamation between the British and Rus- 
sian races, owing also to the facilities for going home to be married, and to 
a great extent no doubt to the plentiful supply of comely English dam<els 
brought up in the country. The English and French retain their national 
characteristics very strongly, while the Germans, on the contrary, merge 
easily into ultra-Russians, The Bishop has left to visit the lesser flock at 
Moscow, where, it appears, he has a dillicult task to perform. The com- 
munity are at the present moment divi’ed—one party is for low church 
practices, the other for high church performances. ‘The latter taunt the 
former with dissent and methodism, and these retaliate by pointing to the 
Pope of Rome. The dispute has arisen since the appoiniment of a young 
and zealous clergyman who, the disativeted allege, ‘will not perform Divine 
service as it has been performed in the chapel at Moscow since its fuunda~ 
tion in 1825." It is believed here that the Bishop is auxieus to promcte 
the union of the Anglican and Russian churches. for Purposes 
of intercommunion.

THE FINANCIAL CONDITION OF HONG KONG. 

Ir is always unsatisfactory, whether to an individual, aj; 
municipality or a Government, to find a long-standing source 
of revenue suddenly exhausted, more especially when it has ; 
flown on to the last with its accustomed fullness, and is not | 
supplemented by increased supplies in another direction. The 
sums drawn by the colony of Hong Kong by sales of Crown 
lands have proved of unquestioned service in the past by , 
making good, deficits, and now with no additional lands at | 
disposal, the colony is called upon to mect increased charges. 
‘We have the authority of the Auditor-General that the revenue 
is increasing in the same ratio as the expenditure ; but even 
allowing this, the failure of further reccipts from Crown lands 
leaves a given sum to be annually overtaken, provided the 
current outlay is not proportionately reduced. But how is this 
to be done? The Govervor, whilst favouring the principle of 
retrenchment, is very properly opposed to that false economy 
which is calculated to interfere with projects sanitary and 
otherwise, the execution of which is esscntial to the well-being 
and progress of Hong Kong. If contemplated expenditure is 
to be arrested, that most vital of all improvements con- 
nected with the executive administration, the better or- 
ganisation and equipment of the police ashore and afloat, 
must be suspended. To the maturing of arrangements to 
this end Sir R. MacDonNeut gave much time and atteution 
during his stay in London, previous to his departure ; 
and aware, as he is, of tho advantages that would attend the 
realisation of the project, we cannot conceive that he would 
readily forego it. Indeed, we find him adverting, in a discussion 
on the subject of the colonial finances by the members of the 
Council, to the duty of a Government maintained at the cost of 
the colonists doing something for. the progress of the colony. 
Certain of the schemes in view are calculated to yield eventually, 
directly or indireotly, satisfactory returns, and where this is the 
case we do not see why the colony should not proceed to meet 
the pressing necessities engendered by colonial requirements, 
by discounting to some extent future gains by the adoption of 
credit forms. Tho improvements that have been mapped out 
cannot be long delayed consistently with the comfort of the 
inhabitants and the demands of trade. Sanitary reforms are 
necossarily costly, but they aro also imperious. It is casy to 
admit the hardship of the tax made on Hong Kong for 
£20,000 per annum in the shape of a military contribution, 
but when the China Mail advises that a petition against the 
impost be presented to the House of Commons from the 
indignant and protesting colonists, we would remind it that Mr, 
GuapsTone is the financial autocrat in the House ; most obsti- 
nate in defending any position once taken, and too intimately 
identified with the details of the scheme for compelling the co- 
lonies to contribute on local as well as on Imperial account to 
allow us to anticipate anything but failure. ‘Ihe argument of 
the petition would not be answered ; at the same time it would 
be refused. 

We should, looking at the matter in a practical point 
of view—at what can bo done, rather than what should be 
done if justice held the scales, and especially guided by the ex: 
perience of Ceylon—advise that an application be forwarded to 























tho Treasury, praying that the Government will postpone the 
exaction of the contribution, meanwhile debiting the colony with 
the amount, and supplying the deficit from the surplus of the 
successive Budget, charging interest for the game only in the 
event of the instalment of the debt not being paid at 
stated and given periods. Thus the colony would be 
sensibly relieved for the present, and opportunity allowed 
for improvements in hand or in contemplation to be carried 
out, and on ascule that would render them more remunerative 
than would otherwise be the case. It is not a pleasant posi- 
tion for the new Goveryor, and very much increases his difficul- 
ties ; but we are disposed to look more hopefully than certain of 
the members of the Council on the proceeds of the seignorage 
to be charged by the Hong Kong Mint, or, in other words, the 
extent of its business when it comes into operation. Our 
belief is that the Mint profits will aftera given time materially 
exceed working expenses. The position of the Hong Kong 
Mint, indeed, is uecessarily exceptioual, and no analogy can be 
drawn from the experience of like institutions at Syduey, Vic- 
toria, and India. Our Hong Kong friends, now that they 
have paid the last instalment of building expenses, must not 

forget the arguments they formerly pleaded in favour of the 
Mint. The new coinage will serve to enlarge local transac- 
tions and stimulate increased trade, not only with other 
Chinese ports, Japan, and British India, but with the vast 
outlying Archipelago. What is more, the general acceptance 
of such a coinage will do much to concentrate trade more it 
European, and less proportionately in Chineso hands. 
Amongst other deliberations of the Council the pension 
to the late Bishop Ssura, of Victoria—which was described by 
Punch at the time as “ Economical Munificence”’—came under 
discussion in consequence of the Bishop writing to Mr.CarDWELL, 

the Secretary of State for the Colonics, inquiring if the Colonial 
Legislature would consider it against the spirit of the grant for 
him to accept a chaplaincy or lectureship on the Continent, and 
if so, if the revocation of the pension would be final or be re- 
sumed on such appointment being lost or given up through ill- 
health or other causes, We think there was no necessity for 
this application, and considering that there were strong oppo- 
nents to the pension it was unwise to have tho affair again 
brought before the Council. However, we are glad to see that 

the Governor put a construction on the matter which was con-- 
sistent with the original vote, and Bishop Sara now has his 
doubts settled by the following resolution :-— 

“That it is the desire of the Council that the Bishop’s pen- 
“sion should not cease with, but be in abeyance, during his 
“occupancy of any other preferment. And that the interpreta- 
“tion of the word preferment should bo left to the SECRETARY’ 
“of Stare for the Cotontes.” 





TREATY PORTS IN CHINA. 

Tne news which lately reached this country of the confis- 
cation of the steamer Prince Albert, for trading to the at 
present unrecognised port of Kiung-chow, has been followed by 
@ notification from the Committee of the Privy Council for 
Trade, intimating that suc Chinese ports as have not hitherto 
been opened to Britist trade are not to be considered open 
without a formal declaration to that effect. The notification 
also sets forth that the harbour-master at Hong Kong will in 
future be instructed to issue no clearances for Kiung-chow until 
a British Consul shall have been duly installed at that port, 
and its opening has been publicly notified ; an event which will 
in all probability never happen, as the trade is at present 80 
insignificant and shows such little promise of improvement that 
it will most likely be either dropped altogether or exchanged 
for some other port better situated for foreign trade. 

Like most things of the sort, this notification is over late 
in making its appearance. If any doubt existed in the minds 
of the authorities as to the expediency of appointing a Consul 
at Kiung-chow, some step should at ail events have been taken 
to prevent any misconception regarding the true position of the 
port. Being declared open by treaty, and the trade having 
been allowed to be carricd on for some time, the owncrs of the 
Prince Albert might easily fall into the belief that they wera 
justified in sending her there, and it appears to us that they 
have been somewhat too hardly dealt with by the confiscation 
of the vessel, 











& THE CHINESE VISITORS. 
Tits Excellency the Chinese Commissioner and suite left 
our shores on Sunday the 24th inst, for Holland, after a some- 
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what short but very actively employed sojourn. On the 16th ! lodging, food, and clothing are the same as that of the negroes, and their 


inst. his Excellency, attended by Major Brine, RE, Mr. E. 
Bowra, and M. E, de Champs, proceeded to Strood for the pur- 
pose of visiting the Great Easter. On arriving at the station 
his Excellency was received by Mr, Pender, who had kindly placed 
his yacht at the service of the purty, and by the Earl of Wilton, 
Lord De Grey and Wilton, Mr, Tollemache, and Captain Forbes 
RM. His Excellency the Commissioner was deterred from visit- 
ing the Great Eustern by the threatening appearance of the 
weather, and returned to town, but deputed some of his suite 
to pay the visit on his bebalf. On returning the mainmast of 
Mr. Pender’s yacht was carried away by an accident, but fortu- 
nately no damage was doue to life or limb. On the following 
day (Sunday) the mission visited the Zoological Gardens, Re- 
gents Park, and on Saturday, theday preceding their departure 
the afternoon was devoted toa visit to the Crystal Palace 
where the principal “ rose show” of the season took place on 
that day, ‘The Commissioner made the circuit of the rose 
tables in a Bath chair, and was attended in his progress by Mr. 
Bowley, the manager, and a sufficient escort of police. The 
company were, as usual, very curious, and the anxiety to shake 
hands with Oriental diplomucy was universal, but the Commis- 
sioner kept his head pertinaciously turned towards the counters, 
and thus avoided a good deal of well-mcant but rather 
obstreperous greeting. After a lengthened inspection of 
the flowers, with which he expressed himself delighted, 
the Commissioner was conducted by Mr. Bowley to 
the Queeu’s box overlooking the garden, where he 
hed a fine sight of the fountains, which suddenly began 
to dance and sparkle just as he had taken his seat, ‘Their 
novelty struck him very much—fireworks, not waterworks, 
being the great speciality of the Chivese. Whilst thus 
admiring the fountains, and the prospect, which his excellency 
pronounced to be the most beautiful sight he had ever wit- 
nessed, some onc suggested that his countryman, Chang, and 
family, were exhibiting in another part of the building, where- 
upon the commissioner at once expressed the greatest anxiety 
to see tho greatest of the Chinese. Chang was accordingly 
sent for ; but, very much to the surprise of both the commis- 
sioner and the palace authorities, he stoutly refused to budge, 
intimating that he was at that moment receiving a large and dis- 
tinguished party in the Egyptian court, whither the commis- 
sioner might come if he liked, but that under any circumstances 
he, Chang, would not go to the Commissioner ! 

Thus ends the first Chinese mission to this country. Much 
disappointment has beon expressed at its entirely unoflicial 
character ; but we have, nevertheless, good reason to regard it 
with satisfaction, as the probable prelude to a duly accredited 
embassy. 






* COOLIE EMIGRATION TO THE W: INDIES. 

Eac# incoming mail seems now to bring, as an ordinary item 
of intelligence, news of a massacre, or at least, of a mutiny, on 
board some unfortunate coolie-ship. And of the last half-dozen 
eases, all but one—the Napoleon Canevaro, bound for Callao— 
occurred to vessels bound for the West Indies. We have no 
intention of recapitulating here all the arguments so frequently 
brought forward against this iniquitous traffic, for our readers 
must by this timo be as heartily tired of its sickening horrors 
as ourselves. But at the present timo anything which tends to 
throw anew light on the question is more than usually interest- 
ing, and for this reason we insert the following letter, written 
by a correspondent of the /’all Mall Guiette, who bas recentiy 
visited the scenes of coolie labour in the West Indics. In 
Canton, we are told, the emigration is now carefully watched 
over, and kidnapping and other abuses are no longer 
practised in Macao, We are informed that tho Governor is 
using strenuous exertions to place the traffic on a legitimate 
footing ; and it certainly docs appear that on that side the 
evils attending it have of late been in some degree mitigated. 
But how about the other side? Let “A Visitor to Cuba” 
reply :-— % 

Sin,—Reference having been made in your journal to the subject of 
coolie labour in Cuba, 1 beg to send you the following facts which I 
learned during a recent visit to the island. On arrival in Cuba the cvolies, 
probably much reduced in number during the voyage, are readily disposed 
of. Labour is scarce, sugar is profitable, and the planter can well afford 
the £350 (the price at which you say coolies are quoted) for seven years’ 
labour, and that sum will handsomely pay the importer. Seven years is 
the term fixed by Government for cooties to work out the expenses 
of their passage, and for that period they are apprenticed with 
no pay whatever, and are as much in the power of their masters as 





regards hours of labour and punishments as are the slaves, Their 


condition during the term of apprenticeship only differs in that, while the 
planter is interested in the health and life of his slave, his only object as 
regards the coolie is to reward himself for the money he has paid for his 
services, and it is a matter of indifference to him whether he lives after bis 
service is over or not, Indeed, it is usual to work the coolie to save the 
slave. When the seven years’ term has expired, the colle is permitted 
to change his master, but he is bound in law to re-enzage himselt for 
another seven years under ty of being sent to the chain-gang. In 
that well-ordered country no idle coolies are allowed, and unless he has 
money, which it has been impossible for him to earn, to take him out of 
the country, he is obliged to re-engage himself, and if he fails to do so is 
made to work on the roads and public works, and is treated as a criminal 
convict. During tie second term the coolie is at liberty to make the best 
bargain he can with the planter, under the unfavourable circumstances that 
he must at once engage himself. But as regards the second seven years, 
we need not now consider—few live to the end of the first seven. 

Exposed to a heat their constitutions are scarcely fitted to encounter, 
compelled to do work their physical strength is unequal to—work under 
which the strong and acclimatised negro often ~inks—disheartened, de- 
moraiised by cruel wrong and oppression, is it wonderlul these unfortunate 
Chinamen should die like rotten she Is it wonderful that, as I was 
told by a Cuban planter as an objextion to coolies, «they will commit 
suicide in spite of the strictest supervision, and the ingenuity they display 
in the different modes of putting an end to themselves is inconceivable ?* 

Let me add but one more piece of information: the hours of work of 
the slaves on many sugar estates in Cuba and the coolies work at least as 
hard. In crop time, which lasts at least six months in the year, and of all 
labour perhaps sugar-making is the most severe, the gang works from sun- 
rise to sunset, allowing two hours’ rest for meals, and every day in the 
week, including Sunday; the gang is divided into two parties for night- 
work, so that each man works sixteen hours out of the twenty-four. Out 
of crop every alternate Sunday is allowed as a day of rest, and there is 
little oF no nightwerk. 

The above facts I can vouch for: they have been communicated to me 
i reat measure by planters themselves, and I feel confident that any 
disinterested man who knows Cuba will corroborate my statements —I am, 
Sir, your obedient servant, A Visiton To Cusa. 




















Monetary anv Commercial. 


The Bank of England bas not yet reduced its rate of dis- 
count. It remains still at 10 per cent. Ono cause of its long 
continuance is, that when itis reduced the authority granted 
by Government to exceed the limits of the Pank Act will cease 
aud determine, 

The feeling against the present custom in India and China 
of drawing at six months’ sight is increasing, and no doubt the 
present is a favourable opportunity for abolishing what has 
long been felt to be a door for overtrading, and in a very great 
measure caused the over shipments of that reckless year 
i864 which injured so much the morale of the China trade. 
The following on the subject is from the Lvonomist :— 

‘The abjections to six months’ acceptances are so grave and manifold 
that in the course of a short time there must be great difficulty in io- 
ducing any London bank of the first rank to put its name to such un 
obligation, For not only is the term itself most objecticnable even for 
single bills, but it becomes doubly objectionable and doubly dangerous, 
in consequence of large masses of these bills having to be accepted, and, 
therefore, to be made payable on some single day, from the circumstance 
that the Indian mails urrive at particular periods and bring masses of bills, 
all of which are of course presented for acceptance within an hour or two 
after the delivery of the letters. On the 9th inst., for example, it iv said 
that the amount of acceptances by the Agra Bank due on that particular 
day was not less than half a million sterling. The bank had closed two 
days before, and the bills were not met; but it is quite supposable that 
the certainty of having to meet a large amount of acceptances on the 9th 


had a good deal to do with the resolution of the directors to close their 
doors on the 7th. 


In order to hasten and fortify the adoption of a change pointing in 80 
sound a direction, it would be no undue exercise of the discretion of the 
Bank of England directors if they were to intimate that six months’ sight 
bills drawn from India would afier some specified date be regarded as 
beyond the Bank’s rules of admissibility. It will be a reflection on the 
practical sagacity of the country if we permit sv conspicuous and costly 
an opportunity as the present to pass away without the accomplishment of 
some real refurms in our system of credit. 

Our merchants must, therefore, prepare for the reduction 
from six mouths to three months as a step which will inovi- 
tably be carried out. 

The China Steamship and Labuan Coal Company have made 
a call of £2 per share, £1 of which is payable on the Ist of 
July, and the other moiety on the 1st September. 

Creditors of the Commercial Bank Corporation of India and 
the East are required to send the particulars of their claims by 
the 10th November to Mr. W. H. Holyland, the official liquida- 
tor, the Master of the Rolls having appointed the 3rd of 
December for adjudicating upon them. 

‘The Chartercd Mercantile Bank of India, London, and China 
have declared a dividend of 5 per ceut, free uf income-tax, 














for the half-year ending the 3uth inst. 1t will be payable on 


the 2ud of July. 
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The fourth annual mecting of the Ceylon Company (Limited) 
was held on the 19th inst. ‘The report stated that the net profit, 
including £3,905 11s, 8d. brought forward from last year’s 
account, amounted to £34,812 11s. 6d, of which the directors 
transferred £5,000 to the reserve fund, and proposed a dividend 
at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum. This, with the interim 
dividend paid in December, absorbed £28,125, leaving a balance 
of £6,687 11s. 6d. to be carried forward to next account. The 
report was adopted. 

The liquidator of the Commercial Navigation Company of 
India (Limited) has made a fourth call of £6 (making £26 
paid) on the A shares, payable by the 25th July. 

The biddings for bills ov India took place at the Bavk 
of England. The proportions allotted were: to Calcutta, 
365,000 Rs.; to Madras, 30,000 Rs,; and to Bombay, 
110,000 Rs, The minimum price was fixed at 1s. 104. 
on Caloutta and Madras, and 1s, 10%d. on Bombay, Ten- 
ders at and above these prices will receive in full. These 
results show how great a check has been given to remittances 
of specie to India, Although Government have abated their 
terms 4d. per rupee, or equal to about 2 per cent., they have 
only succeeded in selling bills to the amount of £50,500 
out of a total of £350,000 offered, but it is known that some 
further sales were concluded the day after.

The Stock Exchange Committce has decided again that it is 
not expedient to make any alterations in the mode of dealing 
in shares, A Bill has been framed by some non-mercantile 
M.P.s for the purpose of restraining the present system, but it 
has no chance of being even seriously considered, 

An application has been made to the Court to wind up a 
concern called the Oriental Commercial Bank, and the Suliei- 
tors’ Journal, by w blunder oh the part of their reporter or 
printers omitted the word “ Commercial.” On the following 
day the subjvined communication appeared. It is surprising 
that when this undertaking was established the Oriental Bank 
did not apply for an injunction to restrain the company from 
adopting a title so closely resembling their owa, and so very 
far interior in standing. The past few months, however, have 
demonstrated that not even the strongest institutions are proof 
against rumours. 

The editor of the Solicitors’ Journal presents his compliments to the 
editor of the Daily News, and wiil feel much obliged if he may be per- 
mitted to correct in that journal an error of which he has inadvertently 
been guilty. It is stated in the Solicitors’ Journal of the 16th inst. that 
the above-named corporation is about to be wound up. ‘This is entirely 
erroneous, The company which was intended to be named is the Oriental 
Commercial Bank—a totally different company. So far as the editor of the 
Sulicitors’ Journal knows, or believes, there 10 ground whatever for 
supposing that the Oriental Bank Corporation is in any way than a most 
prosperous condition, and he is desirous of publicly expressing his regret 
that the similarity of name in the companies should have led to so unfor- 
tunate a mistake; and as the Soli: itors’ Journal will not appear again for a 
week, and he is very desirous that the error should not remain uncorrected a 
moment longer than he can avoid, he will feel much obliged if a place can 
be found for this letter in the columns of the Daily News.
